2. Applicability. This regulation applies to all mli tar% per sonnel ,
i ncludi ng individual nobilization designees, assignhed to the US Arny
Cor ps of Engi neers (USACE).

3. Reference. AR 670-1, War and Appearance of Arny Uniforns and
I nsi gni a.

4., Authorization. The Institute of Heraldry, US Arny, approved the DU
and the SSI for USACE, and the RDU for the Corps of Engineers.

5. Wear of Insignia. DU, SSI, and RDU w Il be worn as prescribed in
AR 670-1. The DU is nmade in pairs so that when worn on the shoul der

| oops of the uniformcoat each eagle will face forward and when worn on
t he ﬁarrison cap (enlisted personnel) the eagle will face forward, and
on the Arny bl ack pullover sweater, the eagle will face its own right
with the castle tower divided vertically wwth scarlet at the viewer's
left and white at the viewer's right. Menbers of the Arny staff are
aut hori zed to wear the RDU on the black pull over sweater.
